Through' ignorance or outright inten-
tion to distort the facts, a number of
incorrect statements concerning the pro-
posed measure have been circulated
throughout the city.

is not true. The proposal is for a tax of
10 cents: per $100 of assessed ¥valuation.
The impression given by the erroneous
statements is that the proposal is to add
10 cents to the entire tax levy, including
city, county and state tax. Nothing could
be more false. The proposed tax is a
purely municipal measure.: It is 10 cents
per $100 and not 10 percent of anything.
